Paicntre: Svicipz.—A man, named John Regan, a 
labourer, residing at the Old-bridge, Clonmel, com- 
mitted suicide on Monday last, under distressing and 
peculiarly mysterious circumstances, From what has 
transpired, it would appear that he was a person of 
irreprehensible habits, temperate, well conducted, and 
generally of a cheerful disposition.

SHELTER FOR Sarrrinc.—This morning was issued 
the report of the select committee appointed to inquire 
how far it may be practicable to afford better shelter 
to our shipping upon our coasts than is at present 
afforded, by the adoption of some plan for the construc- 
tion of breakwaters and harbours less costly and better 
adapted - for certain localities than the system of solid 
masonry hitherto in use; and whether any such plan 
appears likely to be also serviceable for the improve- 
ment of our national defence; and to report to the 
House. The report is as follows :—“ That the com- 
mittee have met, and considered the subject matter re- 
ferred to them, and have examined several witnesses in 
relation thereto, and various designs for floating and 
other breakwaters have been laid before them. The 
committee feel the importance of seeking every means 
by which harbours and breakwaters of a less costly 
construction.than those at present in course of forma- 
tion could be placed on various parts of the coast. 
They have taken much evidence on this subject, and 
have had their attention especially called to floating 
breakwaters, of which several plans have bee submit- 
ted to them. Upon the advantages to be derived from 
these constructions the evidence is conflicting. The 
committee are not prepared to recommend that the 
Government should undertake the task of constructing 
breakwaters on these principles; but, looking to the vast 
cost of harbours constructed upon the systems hitherto 
in use, they are of opinion that a moderate sum may 
be advantageously expended by Government in testing 
any plans which may offer a probability of important 
results in great future saving of money, and in giving 
protection to life and property in various localities. To 
carry this object into effect, the committee recommend 
that a sum not exceeding £10,000 be placed at the dis- 
posal of the Admiralty. The committee have received 
evidence on*the question of the deposit of silt in the 
large harbours now under construction. Some wit- 
nesses have stated that these harbours are gradually 
deteriorating from the accumulation of silt. The hy dro- 
grapher of the Admiralty has, however, intormed the 
committee that at Dover, Portland, and Kingstown, 
recent soundings show that there is no deposit. The 
slight silting of a few inches at Holyhead Refuge Har- 
bour may, it is stated, fairly be attributed to the mil- 
lions of tons of stone, fresh from the quarry, that have 
been tipped into the sea in the construction of the 
breakwater, and that this cause of deposit will conse- 
quently cease when the works are brought to a close. 
The committee further recommend that the attention 
of the Admiralty and Board of Trade should be in- 
vited to this important subject, to consider whether any 
facilities can be given to public bodies or to private 
companies who may desire, at their own risk, to im- 
prove our harbours. or to give increased protection to 
our coasting trade. And the committee have directed 
the minutes of evidence taken before them, together with 
an appendix, to be laid before your lordships.”

The man told these 
lads that he was gding to Portsmouth to attend on 
the shipping there, tá: if they would accompany him he 
would, on reaching tifat port, employ them in his boat 
at 10s per week. ‘The boys, allured by this promise, 
without going home to consult their parents accepted 
the terms, and at once the party put to sea, having first 
procured something to eat and drink, and those on shore 
who watched the progress of the boat saw them pass 
the Mew stone and then recede from sight. The wind 
was blowing strong at the time, and it was fully 
believed that if this mad-brain fellow really intended to 
proceed to Portsmouth the boat could not live out the 
night. The grief, too,in which the parents and friends 
of the lads were thrown on being brought acquainted 
with the circumstances can be better imagined than 
lescribed, especially on the following morning, when 
rumours were rife that a lad had been picked up 
outside the breakwater. It was reported, also, 
that the boat had been seen from the preventive station 
to pass the river Yealm. On Friday morning the wite 
of Beachey, he being her second husband, was advised 
to go and state the cáse at the Plymouth Custom-house, 
and on inquiry being made it was found that the boat 
had reached Brixham Harbour, and had again left for 
lorbay. The wife at once, by advice, telegraphed to 
the harbourmaster at Torquay to detain the boat, al-

William Ford, Eeq., solicitor, examined by Dr. Ball, q. C.

Í am not acting for him now; I am acquainted with the 
family, and know the petitioner ; during the time I was act- 
ing for him I had frequent interviews with him, and he did 
not appear capable of transacting business ; the rents I col- 
lected I gave to Mies O'Reilly, bis sister, in his presence ; be 
never transacted * age with me unless in the presence of 
his sister ; he very visited at my house, end conversed 
in relation to his property; his language was coherent, but 
his memory was defective ; I prepared a will for him—perhaps 
two; I drew one of them for the purpose of getting rid of him;

That will was after- 
wards executed, byt I was not present at the exe- 
eution; Mr. O'Reilly got it executed himself; Miss 
O'Reilly claimed the rent of Mr. O’Shaughnessy’s house, 
and Mr. James ©’ Reilly also claimed it on a prior title; he 
said he got it when a schoolboy from his grandfather ; there 
is an item in my account for gruck rent, and he wrote after 
it, “I pay no gruck rent; his objection was well founded, 
and the mistake was afterwards rectified on his own objec- 
tion; a letter dated 12th January, 1860, wee read from the 
witness to the alleged lunatic, resigning his agency, and 
telling him there were some proceedings instituted against 
him, directing him to appoint another solicitor; at the time 
Í so wrote to him I considered him a rational man; the 
power of attorney referred to was signed both by the alleged 
lunatic and his brother-in-law; I am aware of the amount of 
Mr. O'Reilly's property; when he was examined before the

It was not to be expected that the information we 
lately published from St. Petersburg should be received 
on all sides with implicit eredence. It threw too sud- 
den a glare of light among the shadows of Im 
bankruptcy. But the communication we this day 
insert justifies the emphasis of the telegraphic de- 
patch. Russia fallen into the habitual error of 
political precocity ; she has constructed too vast 
an organisation upon too slender a basis; her 
credit has been it 
it worth ; she has pro- 
vinces as though they were made of Demidoff 
estates and diamond mines. An unfruitful barbarism 
consumes the resources of her partial civilisation. Th 
secret has at length been betrayed to all Europe. Ras- 
Hall paper is unsaleable in the great money markets 
the cutreacy of the empire is almost exclusively arti- 
ficial; the age of assignate has come again in 
the youngest of the leading States; an enormous 
debt has been created, and the revenue is in 
po proportion to the expenditure. Thus the 
Government has for years been retrograding at 
a fearful pace, contracting engagements, violating 
them, heaping one liability upon another, adding loan to 
loan, and approaching something very like repudiation. 
For a long period the taxing powers of Absolutism held 
out, but they seem at present incapable of being further 
strained. Russia must now pull up or go over the pre- 
cipice.

spend their substance abroad, and which e instead 
of importing ballion, already scarce within her frontiers, 
cannot maintain vast armies, increase her fleet, fortify 
her coaste, and afford subsistence to a gigantic and 
prodigal bureaucracy, without the risk of ultimate eus- 
pension.

THE DISTRIBUTION OF ANIMALS. 

Mr. Edward Wilson reports progress as to the distri- 
bution of animals over the surface of the earth :'— 

When, several months since, I addressed you upon 
this topic, we were endeavouring to raise a subscription 
fur the purchase oí a smal) flock of llamas and alpacas 
just brought here from South America, with the view 
of presenting them to the colony of Victoria, With 
some little trouble we succeeded in doing this, getting 
together from various friends of the colonies about 
£1,000, and landing 22 of these animals in Mel- 
bourne. They have since done very well. They have 
been there now for more than a year, so as to test the 
effect of each season, When I last heard of them, not 
one had died since they landed, and their numbers had 
increased from 22 to 30. The wind had meanwhile been 
completely taken out of our sails as to the honour of 
the first introduction of this valuable animal, by the 
landing in Sydney of the large herd of about 270, col- 
lected and brought direct from Peru with such wonderful 
perseverance by Mr. Ledger. 
periment, in a different neighbourhood, and under 
different management, our own little venture is not 
without ite interest. 

“The next thing we undertook was the salmon, some 
notice of our experiments with which has already ap- 
pearedin your columns. Here, again, we raised about 
£600, and sent off in a clipper ship about 30,000 ova, 
properly — — and with a stream of iced water 
trickling over them, by which we had every reason to 
hope the batehing would be retarded till they reached 
the temperate latitudes. A nursery had been carefully 
prepared for the young fry upon one of the southern 
rivers of Tasmania, the nearest approach in latit ude aud 
ge characteristics to their parent streams, and if 
established there they can in due course be dra ug hted 
off to all other — rivers. 

“ By the last mail, however, we learnt that our ex- 
periment had not been successful. The vessel had a 
bad passage, the ice ran short at 26 deg. south latitude, 
and directly after the ova died. Very great interest 
had meantime been excited in the Montes, and there is 
no doubt that during the ensuing season the attempt 
will be repeated.
